The other case is the attempt to stop the miners’ 
walkout by injunction based on another war time 
statute. We may concede that any injunction 
would have been resented and opposed by the 
strikers, but in this case there was the added feel- 
ing that the process was based on an unréality, on 
a legal technicality not intended in the enactment 
of the law. i 
Tlie situation which made this possible is inher- 
ently false and should be corrected. If a declara- 
tion of peace is impracticable or inadvisable for 
reasons rising frum our international relations, the 
federal government and all other public agencies 
ought to avoid ‘rading on an abnormal situation. 
The temptation has been and will be to prolong the 
force of war time laws on the theory/that the re- 
sults of the war are still with us and justify ex- 
ceptional action. But this temptation should be 
resisted. If any war legislation is needed in this 
transitional period, congress should reconsider it 
and reénact it. It should not be left to the execu- 
tive discretion te prolong its operation on technical 
interpretations contrary to the notorious fact. That 
is & Vicious precedent and is having immediately
